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Development of City's Southwest Corner 
Continues To Stir Debate Among Citizens

A Residential Standards Public 
Workshop held at Romulus City Hall on 
January 27 was attended by citizens of 
widely differing opinions regarding devel- 
opment of the city's southwest corner. 

Following last year's citizen protest 
over a proposed housing development, 
the Romulus City Council approved a 
six-month moratorium on residential 
building in the area, which is bounded by 
Wabash to the north, Pennsylvania to 
the south, Hannan to the west, and the 
CSX Railroad tracks (just west of |-275) 
to the east. The City hopes to use the 
time to study current zoning standards 
and establish goals/guidelines for future 
development. City officials have stated 
that citizen input will be a big factor in 
their decision-making process. The Resi- 
dential Standards Workshop repre- 
sented the first official opportunity for 
public comment. 

“The purpose of tonight's meeting is 
for us to listen to you," said city planning 
consultant Jeffrey Purdy, AICP, of Lang- 
worthy, Strader, LeBlanc & Associates, 
Inc. "[We want] to hear what you like 
about the area you live in, what you 
would like to see in the future, what you 
would like to see maintained, what type 
of improvements you would like to see, 
and what things you would like to see 
protected in terms of the neighborhood's 
character.” 

Although the intent of the meeting 
was to discuss the overall development 
of the entire moratorium area, most citi- 
zens concentrated on the pros andcons 
of subdivision-style development. 

Many who attended the workshop 
expressed their fear that new subdivi- 
sion housing would destroy the quality 
of their largely rural community. Asked, 
"What makes your neighborhood a great 
place to live," they listed factors such as: 
¢ large lot size, which facilitates pri- 

vacy and an ability to keep large 
animals/livestock; 

* an abundance of trees, natural veg- 
etation, and wildlife; 

* spacious, low-traffic neighborhoods 
that allow children plenty of room for 
bike-riding and outdoor play; 

¢ lack of streetlights, permitting night- 
time sky-watching; and 

* acountry setting with country atti- 
tudes, where neighbors still Know 
and look out for one another. 


Citizens opposed to subdivision 
development urged the City to change 
current zoning and establish minimum 
lot sizes of one to two acres for new 
residential building. 

"Twenty years down the road from 
now, if we stand tall and strong... they'll 
be writing editorials about how granditis 
that Romulus saved their property from 
what is known as ‘urban sprawil,'" said 
Councilman Charles Miller. 

But other residents expressed con- 
cern about the City's lack of develop- 
ment compared to other communities. 
They reminded listeners that a defi- 
ciency of rooftops has been retail devel- 
opers' longtime excuse for ignoring 
Romulus, and fear that limiting the area 
to "rural estates" development will limit 
progress, as well. 

Other objections came from land- 
owners who areconsidering selling their 
property to developers. Pearl Varner, 
whose family has lived in the area for 
generations, stated, "We should have 
the right, if we've had this land in our 
family for over a hundred years ... to sell 


that land to developers [since it's al- 


ready zoned for R1A development). 

"| just think that the landowners 
have some rights," she continued. "We 
pay taxes just like everyone else in this 
room. ... So, I'm in favor of no zoning 
changes." 

Another citizen concurred with 
Varner, saying, "We shouldbe able to do 
what we want with our property if it fits 
[current] zoning." 

Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
urged the community to try to come 
together on the issue. 

"| don't think anyone here is anti- 
development," said Romak. "I think that 
we all, as citizens and officials of the 
community, are obligated to protect the 
integrity of the neighborhoods and to 
maintain the rural character. 

"We have something no one else 
has ... and it suits everyone's needs 
from A to Z," Romak continued. "! think 
we need to stay focused on that. 

"No one begrudges anyone selling 
property, but let's maintain the integrity 
of the neighborhoods." O 





Mayor Says City Continues To Improve

Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert's 
annual State of the City Address was a 
message of determined confidence in 
the city's continued improvement. 

The speech was given before a 
large group of City officials, business 
leaders, andother residents attending a 
luncheon hosted by the Greater Romu- 
lus Chamber of Commerce on Tuesday, 
January 20. 

After thanking the City's elected of- 
ficials, administrative department heads, 
and other staff members for their tire- 
less work on the community's behalf, 
Lambert gave his listeners the good 
news ,.. and the bad news. 

"The good news is that | pledge to 
continue to have a balancéd budget, 
modest fund balances, and no tax in- 
creases, layoffs, or cuts in services,” 
said Lambert. 

“The bad news," he added, “is that, 
like every other city in the State of Michi- 
gan, we face some challenges. The rev- 
enues we receive from the State are 
being cut yet again." 

Lambert explained that State rev- 


enue sharing —the City's second largest 
revenue source — will be reduced by 
about $118,000 this year. Altogether, 
Romulus has lost over half a million 
dollars in consecutive cuts at the State 
level in recent years. 

But, despite the significant decline 
in State funding, Lambert said he re- 
mains optimistic about the City’s future, 
and proudofits recentaccomplishments. 

"The current state of ourcity is good, 
better than many of our neighboring 
communities," he stated. “In fact, we 
have actually added City services in 
Romulus where many communities have 
had to cut, and we are looking forward to 
even more improvements in the coming 
year." 

Chief among Lambert's points of 
pride was the addition of quality residen- 
tial and commercial development. 

“Romulus is a greatcommunity, and 
developers finally recognize our city as 
a desirable place for building new up- 
scale, high-quality homes," he said. 

"It is also important to preserve the 
integrity of our rural neighborhoods. The

city is analyzing current zoning stan- 

dards and future land use to ensure 

protection of our rural character." 

New residential neighborhoods cur- 
rently under construction include: 

e Avalon Meadows (located west of 
Wayne Road and south of Ecorse 
Road), 

e The Farms 2 (east of Cogswell be- 
tween Ecorse and Wick roads), 

¢ TheCommons 2 (locatedon Hannan 
south of Ecorse Road), and 

e Creekside Manor (on Pennsylvania 
at Brandt). 

Anew residential development currently 

in the review and approval stage is 

Centex Highland Homes and Condos, 

located on the north side of Pennsylva- 

nia between Middlebelt and Inkster 
roads. Construction of the 350-home 
neighborhood could begin this summer. 

On the subject of commercial devel- 
opment, Lambertsaid, "There once was 
an old saying that you could not buy a 
pair of socks in Romulus, let alone a pair 
of shoes. That time is coming to an 
abrupt halt. Commercial development 
already underway includes an 8,000- 
square-foot Family Dollar department 
store on Wayne near Smith. You prob- 
ably won't see Versace, but | know they 
will have Fruit of the Loom. It's a start. 

"We are also working with a major 
mall developer to construct a 1.2-mil- 
lion-square-foot retail mall near Vining 
and I-94," he continued. "We would like 
to see groundbreaking later this year or 
early next year. 

“Now comes the Versace ..." 

Other new developmentcited by the 
mayor included more than 100,000 
square feet of industrial facilities and 
94,000 square feet of additions to exist- 
ing industrial facilities. 

Lambert also touched on the casino 
and horse racing facilities thathave been 
proposed for Romulus. Together, he said, 
the two developments would bring as 
many as ten thousand jobs and millions 
in revenue, as well as world-class facili- 
ties that will spur further economic 
development. 

Although the development boom 
continues, Lambert said he realizes the 
importance of preserving the character 
and charm of the downtown district and 
historical areas. He noted that the City, 
working together with the Downtown 
Development Authority, has purchased 
several properties on Goddard Road, 
and is working with developers to build 
new businesses in keeping with the 
downtown theme. 

The City is also working to improve 
its image through "Operation Fresh Look" 
— a Lambert-initiated program that has 
led to the demolition of 46 substandard 
residential dwellings, 21 accessory 
structures, and 16 commercial struc- 
tures to date. More demolition is sched- 
uled for the future. 


Lambert said he's especially proud 
of the City's public-safety improvements. 
"The safety of our residents remains 

a top priority in this administration," he 
stated. "The advancements in our fire 
department this past year are consider- 
able. We doubled the full-time firefight- 
ers by hiring eight new employees, bring- 
ing the total to sixteen. The restructuring 
of our fire department allowed us to 
increase our former four-day/ten-hour 
operation to a seven-day/twenty-four- 
hour operation. 

"We have purchased three new 
State-of-the-art fire rescue vehicles paid 
for with grant money," he went on, "and 
the department also received grants for 
new defibrillators from the American 
Heart Association. Our next step in- 
cludes the purchase of two new fire 
engines to better serve our residents." 

The mayor spoke with excitement 
about other planned improvements to 
the department. 

"| am pleasedto announce our plans 
for the development and construction of 
a 20,000-square-foot fire department 
headquarters to be located near Vining 
and Ecorse," said Lambert. "This new 
facility will be built on property donated 
to the City by Lloyd Ecclestone, the 
owner of the Metro World Centre devel- 
opment, and paid for utilizing TIFA fund- 
ing, not taxpayer dollars." 

The new headquarters will take the 
place of two older stations, #2 and #3. 
By moving the current fire department 
headquarters from Fire Station #4 on 
Eureka Road, he explained, the City will 
be able to use Station #4 as a twenty- 
four-hour/seven-day facility. 

Lambert also had plenty of praise 
forthe Romulus police officers who work 
so hard to keep the community safe. 

Infrastructure improvements noted 
by the mayor included: 

e completion of construction at the 
Vining/Wick intersection, 

e the reconstruction of Huron River 
Drive from the downtown area to 
Pennsylvania, including the exten- 
sion of sanitary sewer service to 
residents using septic systems, 

e water main replacement and paving 
work on Fourth Street, and 

e replacement of 2,500 feet of formerly 
undersized water main infrastructure 
on Ball and Beverly roads. 

Projects currently under design include: 

e the Vining Road extension, 

¢ Wahrman Road utilities and paving, 

e culvert replacements on Goddard, 

e aWMerriman enhancement project, 

e the Ecorse Road water main, and 

e the Romulus Sanitary Sewer Master 
Plan. 

Recreation improvements have in- 
cluded paths and basketball courts at 
Fernandez Park, a new roller hockey 
area and resurfaced basketball courts 
at Elmer Johnson, and the expansion of 
recreation programs. UO

Homework Helper = Huge Hit 


A new Homework Helper program 
for elementary and middle school stu- 
dents is proving to be a big hit in the 
Romulus Community Schools. Jamie 
Nelson, a language arts teacher at Ro- 
mulus High School, has developed this 
unique program to give Romulus stu- 
dents extra help with their homework. 

The program is operated in con- 
junction with the Romulus Boys & Girls 
Club locations at Merriman and Wick 
elementary schools, and also offered to 
students at Romulus Middle School. Stu- 
dents receive tutoring Monday through 
Thursday from 2:30 to 4 p.m. at the 
Middle School, and from 3:30 to 5 p.m. 
at Merriman and Wick. 

Romulus High School students are 
required to tutor a total of 60 hours (two 
90-minute sessions weekly) and attend 
15 weekly hour-long “class reflection” 


sessions with teacher Nelson in order to 
earn a half credit toward their gradua- 
tion requirements. 

“The students are really enjoying 
theirtutoring experiences, and they look 
forward to their coaching assignments,” 
said Nelson. 

RHS students initially had to pass 
an interview to become eligible for the 
program. Topics discussed in the inter- 
view included note-taking, effective or- 
ganization of class materials, self-moti- 
vation, academic strengths, and experi- 
ences working with younger children. 

“This program really meets the 
needs of our students from all three 
levels,” explained Tom Dolan, director of 
curriculum. “The elementary and middle 
school students receive study help, and 
the high school students get experience 
as possible future teachers.”

Each year, Pam Fowler, director of 
financial aid at the University of Michi- 
gan, volunteers her time to come to 
Romulus High School and talk with col- 
lege-bound seniors, their parents, and 
the counseling staff about applying for 
higher-education funding. 

Fowler began this year's program 
by urging families to file scholarship and 
aid applications as early as possible 
because of serious budgetary limita- 
tions. The $68 billion of federal money 
currently available for grants and loans 
will be awarded on a first-come/first- 
served basis, so families who have not 
already done so should getin touch with 
the financial aid director at their college 
or university of choice right away. 

Fowler also recommended that fami- 
lies fill out the electronic version of the 
FAFSA (Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid) form this year. 

"Electronic forms are processed 
within 10 days, whereas handwritten 
forms sent by mail take a month or more 
to process," she stated. 

According to Fowler, the FAFSA

form is used to determine the amount of 
money that each student's family Is ex- 
pected to pay toward his/her education, 
as well as how much financial assis- 
tance that he/she is eligible for. Finan- 
cial-aid funds include Pell grants (money 
that does not have to be repaid) in 
addition to Perkins loans and their higher- 
interest counterparts, Statford loans. 

Fowler reminded her audience that 
first-come/first-served strictures apply 
to other scholarship and aid sources, as 
well. Colleges, in particular, have only a 
fixed amount of money to award — and 
that amount is less than usual this year, 
in many cases. 

Finally, Fowler discussed other 
sources of financial aid, including need- 
and merit-based scholarships, work- 
study programs (both governmental and 
institutional), and private loans. 

For families concerned about re- 
paying school loans and determining 
how much they can afford to borrow, 
Fowler cited studies suggesting that 
college students can handle up to 
$20,000 in loan debt. Borrowing such an 
amount, she said, would require loan 
payments of $275 to $300 per month for 
a period of 10 years. 

Among those on hand to greet 
Fowler were RHS guidance counselors 
Mae Jackson, Jim Orme, and Florence 
Satterlee, as well as their newly ap- 
pointed colleague, LaToya Shakelford. 
The counselors distributed financial aid 
forms to students and their parents, and 
also shared information about their new 
"Senior Newsletter" that keeps families 
informed about timely issues such as 
application deadlines and the availabil- 
ity of various scholarships.
